\ son and establishes an entirely new 
set of rates. A flat rate of 6 per 
cent is set by the bill on the net 
income of all corporations in the 
state. 
To Re-apportion Retoma 
Re-apportionment 
of 
returns 
from the state income tax is pro­ 
vided in the adm inistration bill. It 
calls for distribution of the reve­ 
nue on the basis of 50 per cent to 
the state, 10 per cent to counties 
and 40 per cent to municipalities, 
in place of the present apportion­ 
ments of 10 per cent to the state, 
20 per cent to the counties and 70 
per ren t to municipalities. 
Following, is the rate schedule 
on taxable income set by the ad­ 
m inistration proposal. 
On the first $1,000 of 
taxable 
income 1 per cent; from the sec­ 
ond $1,000 of taxable income to the

increases 1 per 
cent with each $1,000. 
From $11,500 to $15,000 of tax­ 
able property, 11 per cent. 
From $10,000 to $25,000 of tax­ 
able property, 12 per cent. 
From $20,000 to $51,000, 13 per 
cent. 
From $51,000 to $75,000, 14 per 
cent. 
On all income over $75,000, 15 
per cent. 
The effect of the proposed new 
tax law is to increase-taxes sharp­ 
ly on larger incomes of individuals. 
It creates a new fund on the state 
treasury to be known as “the state 
income tax fund.” 
Any balance in this income tax 
fund above 
appropriations 
and 
above $1,000,000 
will be 
held to 
guard against unexpected shrink­ 
ages in income and will be 
paid 
annually into the common 
school 
fund. 
It will erase entirely any state 
tax, and will 
rc-adjust the 
tax 
burden of the 
property 
and in­ 
comes to approximately the rela­ 
tion that existed when the income 
tax law was enacted in 1911. The 
secrecy dause is repealed by the 
proposed statute.
